A SECOND CHATSWORTH. 


Fifty- Peraons Killed and Forty In« 
Jnred by a Terrible Wreck 
in Pennajrlv-anla. 


WiLEESBABBB, Pa., Oct. 11.—A terri- 
ble accident occurred last night, on the 
Lehigh Valley railroad, at Mad Bun, to 
the excursion trains which were return- 
ing with the excursionists from Hazle- 
ton where a grand Catholic celebration 
took place yesterday. 


At Mad Bun, the scene of the disas- 
aster, it is learned that the third section 
of the excursion train, returning from 
Hazleton, stood on the track a few hun- 
dred yards from Mud Bun, waiting for 
the sections ahead to get out of the way. 
Suddenly the passengers on the rear 
platform saw the train approaching at a 
high rate of speed. 
In an instant the 
engine plunged into the crowded mass 
of humanity. 
The shock drove the rear 
car through the next one for two-thirds 
its length and the second car was forced 
into the third. 


Not a single person escaped from the 
rear car. 
The second car was crowded 
with maimed and bleeding bodies. The 
third had but few passengers who es- 
caped. 
The shattered engine poured 
fourth streams of scalding steam and 
water. 
A few light tools on the train 
were called into requisition, but proved 
feeble instraments. 


The most reliable estimates at pres- 
ent obtainable of the number kiUed is 
fifty-five, and the wounded forty. 


A special train of three cars, in charge 
of Dr. W. Trimmer, of White Haven, 
arrived here at 5 o'clock, this morning, 
from the wreck with twenty-four in- 
jured. 
They were placed in the city 
hospital. Dr. Trimmer reports many 
of the injured badly burned by the gas 
coming from the engine stack.

If there is a workingman who can 
not indorse tliis provision we want his 
name for an example. 


GOVEKNOB GRAY has issued procla- 
mations announcing an election of state 
senators in three districts where resigna- 
tions have occurred in the past year, 
The election is to be held in each in- 
stance at the time of the national and 
state election, and the sheriffs of the 
counties included in the districts are in- 
structed to give the legal ten days' no- 
tice of it. 


"THE Indiana Fair Election League 
has issued a circular headed "Fail- Elec- 
tions or the States Prison," which refers 
briefly to the conviction of Coy and 
Bemhamer, at Indianapolis, and tacitly 
intimates like punishment for 
other 
offenders against the national or state 
election laws, which are printed on the 
circular. 
It is claimed for this organi- 
zation, which is separate and distinct from 
the Indianapolis committee of one hun- 
dred, that it has representatives in each 
county, and that it is non-partisan. 


IN Denmark it is becoming customary 
for friends to send to the relatives of a 
person who has died what is called a 
"Good Works Card," in place of the 
usual floral tributes. 
The.se cards are 
of white pasteboard, printed in silver, 
and are issued by various charitable or- 
ganizations. 
On each card is the name 
of the society which issues it ; in the 
center is an ivy wreath on which the 
name of the deceased may be written ; 
and at the foot is a space for the name 
of the sender. 
The cards are sold in 
bookstores for a moderate sum. 


THERE will soon come before the In- 
ter-State Commission for hearing and 
decision », question which ia of special 
interest to the small farmers. 
It is the 
rule with nearly all the railroads to dis- 
criminate against the small shipper by 
charging more for shipments 
which 
make less than a car-load than those 
which make what is called a car-load 
lot. 
This is ingeniously done by "class- 
ification. " 
A car-load lot of so many 
bushels of apples goes in one classifi- 
cation. 
A shipment offered by another 
producer falling short of a car-load goes 
in another classification, and has to pay 
a higher rate. 
The tendency of this 
naturally is to help the big man at the 
expense of the little one—"to him who 
has shall be given " 
The claim is made 
that the small farmer shall not be tax- 
ed higher than the large one, and that 
the petty storekeeper in a country town 
shall not have to pay more for the half 
car-load he gets than his rival has to 
pay for a whole car-load. 
The claim ot 
the roads which thus discriminate will 
be that they can handle large quanti- 
ties more cheaply than they can small 
consigfnments, but they will be con- 
fronted with the fact that the Louis- 
ville & Nashville and some other line« 
get along without finding it necessarv 
to classify small shippers oat of exist- 
ence.

The VaUqf Echo, of New Palestine, 
Ohio, says: 


Dr. John W. Younge, of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., who is on his way to Washington 
City, stoi)ped off here to spend a day or 
so with his old Mend and army comrade. 
Col. Hugh Lane|h]in. 
The doctor was 
bom and raised in this t o ^ d i i p , 
and 
taught school here thirty-two years ago. 


At the breaking out of the late war, 
the doctor and Col. Lau^din, both en- 
listed as privates in Co. K. 10th, Penna. 
Reserves, for three months service, 
and 
also re-enlisted in the same company, 
and regiment for three years service. 
In the spring of 1862, when tiie army of 
the Potomac made its forward move- 
ment, Johnnie (as he was then familiarly 
c a l l ^ ) was left in the hospital at War- 
rentown Junction, from which place 
he was transferred to the hospital at 
Alexandria, Va. 
A short time before 
the beginning of the seven days 
fight, 
on the Peninsula, 
Gen. 
McClelland 
issued an order that all convalescent 
soldiers in hospitals should be sent 
to 
their 
respective 
regiments. 
The 
surgeon in charge of the hospital, de- 
sired to detail Johnnie as clerk, but he 
expressed a wish to go to the Peninsula. 
In company with some seven 
hundred 
other soldiers from various other hospitals 
and belonging to numerous regiments, 
he was forwarded to Fortress 
Monroe, 
where they were all armed and foi-med 
into a provisional regiment, placed un- 
der the command of a major of a New 
York regiment, and sent up the 
James 
river. 
They were landed near 
Harri- 
son's landing and started for the front, 
when they met the army under 
Gen. 
Hooker, falling back and taking up 
a 
position on Malvern Hills for a 
fight. 
The New York m^or, being a 
fighter, 
pushed-»his provisional regiment 
into 
the thickest of the fight and when the 
battle was over and the rebels whipped, 
the provisional regiment had lost more 
than half its number in killed 
and 
wounded, and among the latter was 
Johnnie. Without an opportunity to re- 
port to his regiment, he was placed 
aboard a steamer and 
sent to 
the 
hospital on David's Island, N. Y. har- 
bor, where he remained on account of 
his wound until September, 
1862, be- 
ing wounded July 1st, 1862, when he 
was detailed as chief clerk there. 


In November he was taken down with 
typhoid 
fever, 
and 
the 
following 
January, was recommended by -Surg. 
S. W. Gross, now of Philadelphia, 
for 
discharge from the army on surgeon's 
certificate of disability. 
But 
before 
getting his discharge from the hospital 
he deserted and went to Vicksburg, 
Mississippi, where he had an 
uncle, 
Surgeon J. W. Younge, of the 66th lUi- 
nois regiment, who took him to Gen. 
Grant, to get him detailed as clerk 
at 
army headquarters. 
Gen. Grant, 
on 
hearing his statement, ordered that he 
be sent back to the hospital from which 
he deserted, but his uncle succeeded in 
getting him into the 17th Army corps, 
commanded by Gen. McPherson, where 
he remained until February, 1865, when 
he returned home and was arrested by 
Capt. John F. Oliver, provost marshal, 
and now of Steubenville, 
O., on the 
charge of desertion from the hospital 
above referred to. 
Johnnie was sent to 
Cincinnati, where he was confined with 
St. Leger Grenfel, John M o r o n ' s 
ad- 
jutant general and also the Chicago con- 
spirators, among whom was Judge Mor- 
ris, of Chicago, Daniels, and all the 
Knights of the Golden Circle impli- 
cated in tlie plot to liberate the rebel 
prisoners at Camp Douglas and 
on 
Johnson's Island. 
From there he was 
sent to New York City, where he was 
tried by a general court martial 
and 
found guilty of 
desertion from the 
hospital. 
That same night he made his 
escape from military custody and was 
subsequently re-arrested by the chief of 
police at Detroit, by order of Gen. 
L. 
C. Baker, chief detective of the war de- 
partment, at which 
time there was 
taken from him $2,500 in currency, and 
which the government has yet retained. 
Johnnie was then taken to Washington, 
and immediately assigned to duty 
in 
the secret service department of 
the 
government, by order of Secretaiy Stan- 
ton, and promised that the sentence of 
the court martial should be waived. 
While with the 17th Army corps, he did 
duty as clerk in the 
quarter-master's 
department at Vicksburg, and 
became 
cognizant of stupendous frauds being 
perpetrated against 
the 
government, 
and it was the desii-e of Secretaiy Stan- 
ton, and Gen. Baker, to utilize his 
knowledge in bringing these dishonest 
officers to judgment and merited punish- 
ment. 
After serving in the secret ser- 
vice until Nov. 20, 1865, Gen. 
Baker 
sent him to New York and had him kid- 
napped by Col. D. F. VanBuren, 
Gen. 
Hooker's adjutant general, and 
for- 
warded to a military prison under 
the 
sentence of the court martial above re- 
ferred to. 
Johnnie immediately wrote 
Gov. Andrew G. Curtin, who went to 
Washington and procured lus release 
and pardon, Dec. 6th, 1865, 
Secretaiy 
Stant<^)n denying all knowledge of his 
imprisonment. 
As he was not ordered 
to report at any place to muster out of 
service, the records of the war depart- 
ment now show that he is still in the 
army. 
Hiid he not absented 
himself 
from the United States by going to 
Mexico, in 1866, he would be entitled 
to i>uy up to the present time. 
The 
Hon. J. B. White, his member in con- 
gress, has taken an active interest in 
getting his record straightened, 
and 
through Mr. White's influence he will 
get back the $2,500 taken from him and 
be mustered out of service. 
Mr. 
Endi- 
cot, the present secretary of war, in- 
forms him that there is nothing in his 
record that would bar him from prose- 
cuting a claim for a pension should 
he 
so desii-e. 
Johnnie says he wiU have 
no difficulty whatever in getting his $2,- 
500 back, as he has, and will get more 
affidavits to prove all he claims, and if 
the government so desires, he will prove 
some things that would seriously com- 
promise Gen. L. C. Baker. 
Any 
other 
statement than the above, as regards 
Dr. J. W. Younge's military record dur- 
ing the late war, is mere bosh, as this 
has been verified by the record in 
the 
various 
departments at 
Washington. 
Tlie doctor sei-ved in the Cuban 
in- 
suiTectionaiy army and the 
Mexican 
army, 
until 
1872. 
He 
was 
pres- 
ent at the shooting of Emperor 
Maxi- 
milian.

Keeping buildings. Painted. 


Any one who attempts to paint an old 
house where the paint has all worn off 
will understand the impolicy of neglect- 
ing this work. 
The weatherbeaten 
wood absorbs paint rapidly, causing a 
brushful to go only a little way, and not 
produce much effect. Still, it is econ- 
omy to keep the house painted, though 
if very old and much weatherbeaten 
cheap paints with considerable body are 
used for the first course. 
The paint ab- 
sorbed by the wood makes an old house 
much warmer in winter than it would 
be without it. From the absorptive 
power of old and thin clapboards it 
eeems as though the wind might blow 
through them.

WniKESBABRE, Pa., Oct. 11.—A terri- 


ble accident occurred last night, on the 
Lehigh Valley railroad, at Mad Bun, to 
the excursion trains which were return- 
ing with the excursionists from Hazle- 
ton where a grand Catholic celebration 
took place yesterday. 


At Mad Bun, the scene of the disas- 


aster, it is learned that the third section 
of the excursion train, returning from 
Hazleton, stood on the track a few hun- 
dred yards from Mud Bun, waiting for 
the sections ahead to get ont of the way. 
Suddenly the passengers on the rear 
platform saw the train approaching at a 
high rate of speed. In an instant the 
engine plunged into the crowded mass 
of humanity. The shock drove the rear 
car through the next one for two-thirds 
its length and the second car was forced 
into the third. 


Not a single person escaped from the 


rear car. The second car was crowded 
with maimed and bleeding bodies. The 
third had but few passengers who' es- 
caped. The shattered engine poured 
fourth streams of scalding steam and 
water. 
A few light tools on the train 


were called into requisition, but proved 
feeble instruments. 


The most reliable estimates at pres- 


ent obtainable of the number killed is 
fifty-five, and the wounded forty. 


A special train of three cars, in charge 


of Dr. W. Trimmer, of White Haven, 
arrived here at S o'clock, this morning, 
from the wreck with twenty-four in- 
jured. They were placed in the city 
hospital. Dr. Trimmer reports many 
of the injured badly burned by the gas 
coming from the engine stack.

IN Denmark it is becoming customary 


for friends lo send to the relatives of a 
person who has died what is called a 
"Good Work's Card," in place of the 
usual floral tributes. These cards are 
of white pasteboard, printed in silver, 
and are issued by various charitable or- 
ganizations. On each card is the name 
of the society which issues it; in the 
center is an ivy wreath on which the 
name of the deceased may be written; 
and at the foot is a space for the name 
of the sender. The cards are sold in 
bookstores for a moderate sum. 


THREE will soon come before the In- 


ter-State Commission for hearing and. 
decision », question which is of special 
interest to the small farmers. It is the 
rule with nearly all the railroads to dis- 
criminate against the small shipper by 
charging more for shipments which 
make less than a car-load than those 
which make what is called a car-load 
lot.

The tendency of this 
naturally is to help the, big man at the 
expense of the little one—"to him who 
has shall be given " The claim is made 
that the small farmer shall not bo tax- 
ed higher than the large one, and that 
the potty storekeeper in a country town 
shall not have to pay more for the half 
car-load ho gets than his rival 1ms to 
pay for a whole car-load. Tho claim of 
the roads which thus discriminate will 
bo that they can handle large quanti- 
ties more cheaply Limn they can small 
consignments, but t.h«y will lie con- 
fronted with tho fact, that the Louis- 
ville & Nashville and some othor linp-'i 
got along without finding it nccojmry 
to classify small shippora ont of exist- 
ence.

A 'frlbnle From HI* OM M»«e Md 


Review ol HIv Remarkable 


Career. 


The Valley Echo, of New Palestine, 


Ohio, says: 


Dr. John W. Youugo, of Fort Wayne, 


Ind., who is on his way to Washington 
City, stopped off here to spend a day or 
BO with his old friend and army comrade, 
Col. Hugh Laugliliu. The doctor was 
born and raised in this township, and 
taught school here thirty-two years ago. 


At the breaking out of the late war, 


the doctor and Col. Laughlin, both en- 
listed as privates in Co. K. lOtb, Penna. 
Reserves, for three mouths service, and 
also re-enlisted in the same company 
nnd regiment for tlireo years service. 
In the spring of 1802, when the army of 
the Potomac made its forward move- 
ment, Johnnie (as he was then familiarly 
called) was left in the hospital at War- 
ren town Junction, from which place 
he WHS transferred to the hospital at 
Alexandria, Va. A short time before 
the beginning of the seven days fight, 
on the Peninsula, Gen. MeClelLmd 
issued an order that all convalescent 
soldiers in hospitals should be sent to 
their 
respective 
regiments. 
The 


surgeon in charge of the hospital, de- 
sired to detail Johnnie as clerk, but he 
expressed a wish to go to the Peninsula. 
In company with some seven hundred 
other soldiers from various other hospitals 
and belonging to numerous regiments, 
he was forwarded to Fortress Monroe, 
where they were all armed and formed 
into a provisional regiment, placed un- 
der the command of a major of a New 
York regiment, and sent up the James 
river. They were landed near Harri- 
son's landing and started for tho front, 
when they met the army under Gen. 
Hooker, falling back and taking up a 
position on Malvern Hills for a fight. 
The New York major, being a fighter, 
pushed »his provisional regiment into 
the thickest of the fight and when the 
battle was over and the rebels whipped, 
the provisional regiment had lost more 
than half its number in killed nnd 
wounded, and among the latter was 
Johnnie. Without an opportunity to re- 
port to his regiment, he was placed 
aboard a steamer and sent to the 
hospital on David's Island, N. Y. har- 
bor, where he remained on account of 
his wound until September, 1862, be- 
ing •wounded July 1st, 1862, when he 
was detailed as chief clerk there. 


In November he was taken down with 


typhoid 
fever, 
and the following 


January, was recommended by -Surg. 
S. W. Gross, now of Philadelphia, for 
discharge from the army on surgeon's 
certificate of disability. But 
before 


getting bis discharge from the hospital 
he deserted and went to Vicksburg, 
Mississippi, where he had an uncle, 
Surgeon J. W. Younge, of the 66th Illi- 
nois regiment, who took him to Gen. 
Grant, to get him detailed as clerk at 
army headquarters. Gen. Grant, on 
hearing liis statement, ordered that he 
be sent back to the hospital from which 
he deserted, but his uncle auoceeded in 
getting him into the 17th Army corps, 
commanded by Gen. McPliersoii, where 
he remained until February, 1866, when 
he returned home| and was arrested by 
Capt. John F. Oliver, provost marshal, 
and now of SteiibeuviIIc, O., on the 
charge of desertion from the hospital 
above referred to. Johnnie watt scut to 
Cincinnati, where he was confined with 
St. Legcr Grenfel, Joltn Morgan's ad- 
jutant general and also the Chicago con- 
spirators, among whom was Judge Mor- 
ris, of Chicago, Daniels, and all the 
Knighta of the Golden Circle impli- 
cated in the plot to liberate the rebel 
prisoners at Camp Douglas and on 
Johnson's Island. From there he was 
sent to New York City, where he was 
tried by a general court martial and 
found guilty of desertion from the 
hospital. Tnut same night he made liis 
escape from military custody and was 
subsequently re-arrested by/ the chief of 
police at Detroit, by order of Gen. L. 
C. Baker, chief detective of the war de- 
partment, at which time there was 
taken from him $2,600 in currency, and 
which the government has yet retained. 
Johnnie was then taken to Washington, 
and immediately assigned to duty in 
the secret service department of the 
government, by order of Secretary Stan- 
ton, and promised that the sentence of 
the court martial should be waived. 
While with tho 17th Army corps, he did 
duty as clerk in the quarter-master's 
department at Vicksburg, and tbecame 
cognizant of stupendous frauds being 
perpetrated against the government, 
and it was the desire of Secretary Stan- 
ton, and Gen. Baker, to utilize his 
knowledge in bringing these dishonest 
officers to judgment and merited punish- 
ment. After serving in the secret ser- 
vice until Nov. 20, 1806, _ Geu. Baker 
sent him to New York and had him kid- 
napped by Col. D. F. VanBuren, Gen. 
Hooker's adjutant general, and for- 
warded to a military prison under the 
sentence of the court martial above re- 
ferred to. Johnnie immediately wrote 
Gov. 
Andrew G. Curtin, who went to 


Washington and procured liis release 
and pardon, Dot*. 6th, 1865, Secretary 
Stanton denying all knowledge of his 
imprisonment. As he was not ordered 
to report at any place to muster out of 
service, the records of the war depart- 
ment now show that he is still in tho 
army. Had he not absented himself 
from the United States by going to 
Mexico, in 1866, he would l>e entitled 
to pay up to the present time. The 
Hon. J. B. White, his member in con- 
gress, has takon an active interest in 
getting his record straightened, and 
through Mr. White's influence he • will 
get back the $2,500 taken from him and 
bo mustered out of service. Mr. Endi- 
cot, the present secretory of war, in- 
forms him that there is nothing in his 
record that would bar him from prose- 
cuting a claim for a pension should he 
so desire. Johnnie says lie will have 
no difficulty whatever in getting hin $2,- 
500 back, OH ho has, and will get more 
affidavits to prove all he claims, and if 
the government HO desires, he will prove 
ttomo things that would seriously com- 
promise Gen. L. C. Baker. Any othor 
statement than tho above, as regards 
Dr. J. W. Younge's military record (lur- 
ing the late war, is mere bosh, nn this 
has been verified by tho ro-oord in tho 
various* departments nt Washington. 
Tho doctor sowed in tint Cub:in in- 
suiTeuHonai-y army and tho Mexican 
army, 
until 1872. Hn
